PRESIDENT’S MESSAGE

EVELYN GRIFFITHS 
In 1960 the librarian faces a chal- 


lenge at every turn. A change in 
emphasis on subject matter has been 
made from the primary grades 
through college. A change of pace 
in adult living is rapidly becoming 
more evident. 

The librarian, in order to meet 


these changes, must be professionally 
alert and re-examine all the services 


‘of the library, also the budget and 
\the processing of material, in order 
| to meet new demands while maintain- 
}ing the obligations of the library in 


Rock ¥) the cultural growth of the community 


and the state. 


Books are pouring off the presses 


‘and selection of material becomes an 


overwhelming task. Time becomes 


/an important element in the selection 


and processing of material as most 
demands are for here and now. 


In order to meet these challenges

the librarian of 1960 must budget the 
activities of each day so that advances 
can be made in the professional, per- 
sonal and civic life of that individual. 

It has been said that to advance 
professionally a person must read reg- 
ularly at least five publications in 
his field of work. Do you read the 
literature available to you in your 
field? The cry is that there is not 
enough time. Professional library 
material saves you time. Book re- 
views give you the opinions of several 
people about one book. Public re- 
lations, processing methods, financing 
and other problems are outlined for 
you by experts who have spent their 
time in research. Someone else’s 
answers may save you countless hours 
of work. 

In order to advance professionally 
you must grow as an individual. You 
must make use of that knowledge 
that is in reach of your arm. We 
must keep aware of current affairs 
and see that the staff is informed, 
for the library is judged by the weak- 
est member of the staff. 


Beyond professional and personal 
growth the librarian has a responsi- 
bility to the community. By serving 
their communities librarians will be- 
come aware of the problems of the 
community and they must contribute 
their part toward community growth. 

In 1960 the Arkansas Library As- 
sociation will strive to improve the 
professional standing of its members 
and to work with other organizations 
for the advancement of culture and 
knowledge. 

At the October meeting of the as- 
sociation it was voted to support a 
three-point program: (1) The ex- 
tension of the Library Services Act, 
(2) Work toward a state library build- 
ing, and (3) A plan for a “minimum 
support” bill to aid regional libraries. 

Now is the time to try out the 
strength of this organization.

Replete 
with booths and barkers and book 
shows interspersed with browsing 
periods, the book fair really took on 
the atmosphere of an old-time county

At the close of the fair in Little 


Rock, the books were mailed to Nash- 


ville, Arkansas, to begin their long 
tour of the state. Already there 
have been Book Fairs in Nashville 
sponsored by the Southwest Arkansas 
Regional Library and the Junior Aux- 
iliary; in the Desha High School at 
McGehee; in the Carver Elementary 
School at Pine Bluff; in the Bush Ele- 
mentary School in Little Rock; in the 
Hughes Public School at Hughes; in 
Conway sponsored by the Faulkner- 
Van Buren Regional Library and Ar- 


kansas State Teachers College; in the 
Rector Public Library at Rector; in 
Fayetteville sponsored by the Wash- 
ington County Library and the Uni- 
versity of Arkansas; and in Benton- 
ville High School, Bentonville, Ar- 
kansas. 


During the Christmas holidays the 
Book Fair books were divided into 
two traveling fairs — one to be sent 
in the area south of Little Rock and 
one north of Little Rock.

LOUISIANA STATE LIBRARY 
ANNOUNCES RECUITING PROJECT 


“Louisiana needs librarians. You 
can be trained in Louisiana, and you 
can be employed in Louisiana,” 
states James S. Cookston, newly ap- 
pointed director of the Louisiana Re- 
cruiting project for the Louisiana 
State Library. 


The recruiting program, a two-year 
project, was recently established to 
interest young people in librarianship, 
particularly for public libraries in 
Funds for the project 


brary Services Act, and it is believed 
that Louisiana is the first state to 
utilize such funds for a full-scale re- 
cruiting program. 


. Miss Essae Martha Culver, Louis- 
lana state librarian, has offered to 
share recruiting materials with Ar- 


kansas and Mississippi. “As we con- 
tinue to expand the library program 
in Louisiana,” says Miss Culver, “it 
is believed that by 1964 we will need 
400 more librarians in our own state 
alone. Arkansas and Mississippi also 
report a serious shortage of trained 
library personnel.” Materials will 
include press releases, radio scripts 
and news-letters. 


High school graduates are urged to 
investigate the advantages of librar- 
ianship as a career, while under-grad- 
uates in colleges are told to consult 
with their advisers in determining 
what library courses are available to 
them. Interested persons are asked 
to contact their public librarian, or to 
write to the Arkansas Library Com- 
mission, 50614 Center Street, Little 
Rock, Arkansas. 











SECOND AFAC WORKSHOP HELD AT 
OUACHITA IN NOVEMBER

The Arkansas Foundation of As- 
sociated Colleges held its second Li- 
brary Workshop at Ouachita Baptist 
College’s Riley Library November 7. 
Registration and coffee hour was at 
10 a.m. preceeding the morning ses- 
sion at 10:30. Dr. Ralph E. Kirkman, 
dean of faculty at Ouachita, presided 
at the morning session. The invoca- 
tion was delivered by Dr. John Eigh- 
my, assistant professor of history at 
Ouachita. OBC President Ralph A. 
Phelps, Jr. extended the welcome to 
the 80 delegates attending the work- 
shop from the seven member colleges 
of the Arkansas Foundation. 


Guy R. Lyle, director of libraries at 
Emory University, Emory, Ga., was 
the principal speaker for the morning 
session. Lyle, a native of Canada, 
received his Bachelor of Arts degree 
from the University of Alberta, his 
Bachelor of Science and Master of 
Science degrees from Columbia Uni- 
versity School of Library Service. 
Lyle has served on the American Li- 
brary Association Council, College Li- 
brary Advisory Board, Association of 
College and Reference Librarians, and 
is a past president of North Carolina 
Library Association. He has written 
a number of books related to library 
materials. 

The topic for Lyle’s address for the 
morning session was “What Makes A 
Good College Library?” He began 
his talk by explaining the three levels 
of library usefulness as related to the 
curriculum. First the textbook level 
was explored, the level in which stu- 
dents use the library as a “central 
study hall’, because the library is a 
quiet place to study the textbook as- 
signments. The second level is the 
reserve book level in which classes 
of students are assigned readings in 
books set aside for that purpose. 
“This is the characteristic library use 
in our colleges today,” Mr. Lyle com- 
mented. He further stated that total 
library use has been discouraged by 
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the use of anthologies which elimin- P 
ate research. The third level of) ; 
library use is independent study; 
“what every professor dreams 
about but never practices.”

which is currently being expanded to 
provide more space for the increased 
number of students this year. 


After the tour luncheon was served 


| in Ouachita’s new Birket Williams 
Dining Hall. 


James H. Edmondson, 
Ouachita vice-president, presided. Dr. 
Paul McCain, Arkansas College, gave 
the invocation, and entertainment was 
provided by the Choralettes, an all- 
girl choral group under the direction 
of Miss Helen Lyon of the OBC music 
faculty. The afternoon session of 
the workshop was presided over by 
Dr. C. A. Yeoman, chairman of the 
Division of Education at Ouachita. 
The session featured a panel discus- 
sion on “Promoting Lifetime Reading 
Habits of College Students.” 


Panel members were Miss Annie 
May Alston of Harding College, 
Searcy; Mrs. Dorothy Svdenstricker 
of Arkansas College, Batesville; Dr. 
Joseph E. Pryor of Harding College, 
Searev; Dr. Roland Dickinson of Ar- 
kansas College, Batesville; and Dr. 
Bob C. Riley of Ouachita. Dr. Yeo- 
man presided. Miss Alston declared 
that students develop poor reading 
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habits because of large classes, in- 
ability to read easily, term papers, 
use of digests, and difficulty of accur- 
ate checking by a teacher on reading 
assignments. Mrs. Sydenstricker 
discussed the library’s use of quality 
titles in paperbound editions to sup- 
plement hard bound volumes. Dr. 
Pryor encouraged librarians to give 
more personal attention to readers. 
He outlined two plans to stimulate 
poor readers — people who dislike 
books—to read more, and to stimulate 
better readers toward higher goals. 
Dr. Riley pointed out that today most 
people read for self-help, as evidenced 
by the self-help books that become 
best sellers. He advocated that stu- 
dents should be encouraged to read 
for their own self-advancement. Dr. 
Dickinson encouraged a complemen- 
tary course for seniors to encourage 
reading in his major field. He dis- 
couraged the use of condensed books 
and book clubs because it removes the 
responsibility of selecting reading ma- 
terials. In his concluding remarks, 
the consultant, Mr. Lyle suggested to 
librarians that they shy away from 
the recommendation that reading is 
cultural, and that instead they should 
promote the idea of reading for self 
improvement. The workshop closed 
with a brief question and answer ses- 
sion.

Eudora Branch 


The Eudora Branch of the Chicot 
County Library was opened on Mon- 
day, June 15, 1959. The branch library 
is housed in a newly decorated build- 
ing. Local young people helped to 
prepare the library for opening day. 
The Home Demonstration Club made 
curtains and drapes, and Gus Brady, 
a Eudora artist, painted the library 
sign. Library hours are 2:30 to 6:30 
each afternoon except Thursday. 


Miss Margaret Tiebel of Eudora, 


chairman of the Chicot County Li- 
brary Board, was credited by the 
EUDORA ENTERPRISE, local news- 
paper, as the person “whose tireless 
efforts helped to get the one mill li- 
brary tax passed for the county, which 
served as a springboard for the three 
branch libraries located at Eudora, 
Lake Village and Dermott.” In se- 
curing the establishment of local li- 
braries in Chicot County and in devel- 
lopment of the county library pro- 
gram, Miss Tiebel has worked closely 
with the Arkansas Library Commis- 
sion.

p.m. The library is a part of the 
Hempstead-Nevada Regional Library 
which was formed last spring. It is 
located in the newly redecorated Led- 
better building on East Second Street. 


As the guests entered the library 
they were received by Russell Mo- 
berg, chairman of the board; Mrs.

Jacksonville Branch 


Jacksonville climaxed a year of 
progress with the dedication of a new 
municipal building at 2 p.m. on Sun- 
day, November 22, 1959. The build- 
ing, on the site of the former city hall, 
represents an increased area of about 
1,500 square feet of space, completed 
in 90 days under adverse conditions. 


For the first time in its history, 
Jacksonville will have a public li- 
brary, which is housed in the munici- 
pal building. This is a branch of 
the Pulaski County Library, and has 
about 3,000 volumes, two-thirds of 
which are for adults and one-third for 
children. 


Previously, Jacksonville had been 
serviced by the Pulaski County Book- 
mobile. The bookmobile will con- 
tinue to make runs to the area, and 
spend two days there every three 
weeks.

Miss Arkan- 
sas, Miss Susie Jackson of North Little 
Rock, cut the ribbon on the door. An 
open house followed the program, 
with refreshments served and all the 
office force present to answer ques- 
tions and dispense information. 


Junction City Branch 


Junction City residents turned out 
in great numbers Sunday afternoon, 
November 1, at an open house to ob- 
serve the opening of a new library 
to serve that section of Union county. 

Known as the Junction City Branch 
Library, it becomes the sixth in the 
county sponsored by Barton Library. 


Housed in the building formerly oc- 
cupied by the local newspaper office 
on Main Street next to the Presbyter- 
ian Church, the library has been set 
up with books and magazines from 
the central library and equipped with 
suitable lights and reading nooks. 
Rev. Clarence Allison, is credited with 
much of the preliminary planning 
and work, according to Miss Lucille 
Slater, Barton librarian. 


Acting as branch librarian for Junc- 
tion City will be Mrs. W. T. Farris. 
She has announced that the library 
will be open from noon until 5 p.m. on 
Monday, Tuesday, Friday, and Satur- 
day of each week. 


Guest of honor for the afternoon 
was Mrs. J. F. McKinnon, member of 
the Barton Library Board. Greeting 
the callers were the following Junc- 
tion City officials: Mayor F. E. 
Slaughter; James Hightower, recorder 
and treasurer; Arthur Lowery, Alvin 
Laney and Gradon Cates, city council 
members. 
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Speaking for the city council, the 
library committee, and Mrs. Farris, 
Mayor Slaughter expressed hope that 
everyone in the Junction City area, 
“both within and beyond the city 
limits on both sides of the Arkansas- 
Louisiana state line” would feel free 
to make use of the new library. “It 
is for all of us,” he said, “and, to 
borrow a phrase from one wiser than 
I, let anyone who will read come 
here.” 


Mrs. Floyd Slaughter and Mrs. Far- 
ris presided over the refreshment 
table. Miss Joan Farris and Mrs. 
Sara Sanifer were at the guest reg- 
ister. The giant dahlias for flower 
arrangements throughout the build- 
ing were grown by Mrs. Elmer Mc-

Columbia-Lafayette Regional Library

The Columbia - Lafayette Regional 
Library headquarters in Magnolia has 
received additional space and has 
been reorganized and redecorated re- 
cently. The library is located on the 
ground floor of the Columbia County 
office building, and the extra space 
was made available when the county 
constructed a new building next to 
the other building. 


The library received 21 feet of space 
on the street which increased the size 
of the library by one-third. An op- 
ening was cut in the wall of the old 
part of the library leading to the new. 
There are three steps leading down 
to the new part of the library. These 
were necessary because of the slant- 
ing ground. 


After the new building was com- 
pleted, the book collection and furni- 
ture were moved into the new part, 
and partitions were removed in the 
older part. The walls and shelves 
were painted light green to match the 
new part. Practically all of the old 
shelving was used after it was paint-

ed, and a new tan tile floor covering 
was put on the floor. 


Central heating and cooling system 
and a new lighting system were in- 
stalled to make the library more com- 
fortable and useable. A _ storage 
room was converted into a kitchen; a 
combination sink, refrigerator and 
stove was installed, and a cabinet, 
shelving, and a seat box for storage 
were built. 


New library furniture was placed 
in the library. The furniture is made 
of natural birch, and the sectional 
charging desk, which has five stand- 
ard height sections and three lower 
height sections for children, gives 
much storage space. New wooden 
shelving has been placed in the ref- 
erence and browsing areas. 


Two rectangular tables and two 
round tables, with four chairs to 
each table, were placed in the library. 
Comfortable leather upholstered 
chairs and a low table are in the 
browsing area which has a picture 
window and a magazine rack in it. 
A place for newspapers is in one sec- 
tion of the shelving. New books, 
memorial books, and materials on Ar- 
kansas are located in this area. 


For the children’s area sloping top 
tables and benches, and a counter 
height double shelf for large books 
have been added. Gray steel shelves 
are used for the regular book collec- 
tion. Green drapes to match the 
walls have been installed. 


The new part of the library has the 
Negro section, the Bookmobile office 
and area, work area for cataloging 
books, and the librarian’s office. The 
office has new filing cabinets, desk 
and shelving. 


The Columbia - Lafayette Regional 
Library held open house, Friday, No- 
vember 20, along with all the offices 
in the Columbia County Office Build- 
ing. After the new building was 
constructed, the old building was 


completely redecorated. 


ARKANSAS LIBRARIES 


Cooperating in the open house were 
the following: Columbia - Lafayette 
Regional Library, Health Department, 
Department of Public Welfare, Agri- 
cultural Extension Service, Columbia 
County Soil Conservation District, 
Agricultural Stabilization and Con- 
servation, Soil Conservation Service, 
and Farmers Home Administration. 


Several weeks before the open 
house, all of the people who work in 


the office building were invited to | 
the library for coffee and to plan the | 


open house. All of the people in 
the offices participated in the open 
house. Refreshments were served in 
the conference room which is located 
on the first floor in the new section. 


Good publicity for the open house 
was given by KVMA, local radio sta- 
tion, THE BANNER-NEWS, special 
radio programs, and the Chamber of 
Commerce which gave their regular 
radio time, Wednesday, Thursday, 
and Friday. Business people came 
to the open house when they usually 
went to drink coffee. 


Members of the Magnolia Jaycettes 
served as hostesses for open house in 
the library along with library board 
members and staff members. The 
Jaycettes sent out letters to groups 
and individuals telling them of the 
improvements that had been made in 
the library and inviting them to at- 
tend the open house. They also have 
a regular column in the BANNER- 
NEWS named “Browsing in Books.” 

Miss Marjorie Chamberlain’s adult 
art students brought paintings that 
added to the attractiveness of the li- 
brary for the open house. When 
these are moved, children’s paintings 
will be displayed. The two Book- 
mobiles were parked by the library, 
and many people visited them, also. 


The open house was attended by 
many more people than was antici- 
pated. This seemed to show that it 
was a good community project for 
Magnolia and the county. People 
working in the office building were 
brought closer together in planning 
the open house, and each person has 
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a better understanding of what the 
other does.

WORKSHOP HELD AT JONESBORO

Librarians and library clerks from 
the schools and branch libraries in 
Craighead county gathered at the 
headquarters of the Public Library 
of Jonesboro and Craighead County 
on Thursday, December 10, for an all- 
day workshop with the theme, Li- 
braries and the Community. Con- 
sultants were members of the Arkan- 
sas Library Commission, Mrs. Karl 
Neal, Mrs. Anne Jackson, and Miss 
Freddy Schader. 


Mrs. Neal made the keynote talk 
emphasizing good library service and 
the important place of the library in 
the community. Mrs. Jackson and 
Miss Schader discussed school librar- 
ies, the new standards and the de- 
mand for more and different books 
from the library to fit the needs of 
the changing curriculum of schools. 
Miss Schader urged the establishment 
of centralized libraries in the elemen- 
tary schools. 


During the coffee break Christmas 
cookies and coffee were served by 
Mrs. Kelley Copeland, a member of 


the Library Board, assisted by Mrs. 
Valasta Penix and Mrs. Audrey 
Adams, assistants in the headquarters 
library. Mrs. Sue Stringer, teacher- 
librarian of the Jane Redman Ele- 
mentary School, Jonesboro, invited 
the group to have a Book Fair at her 
school and a tentative date of the 
first week in March was set for the 
fair. Books from the traveling ex- 
hibit from the Arkansas Library Com- 
mission will be displayed. After 
lunch a problem solving period was 
held; questions were asked the con- 
sultants who gave helpful answers to 
such problems as helping the slow 
reader, book selection, cooperation 
with teachers, and relationship be- 
tween school and public library. 


At the conclusion of this period the 
group was invited to visit the spacious 
and attractive new Annie Camp Jun- 
ior High School Library, where Miss 
Nell Castleberry, librarian, and her 
assistants, conducted a tour of the li- 
brary and then served cookies, nuts 
and coffee to the visitors and the 
faculty of the school. 


SCHOOL LIBRARY WORKSHOP

Would you like to have a school li- 
brary workshop? Do you feel that 
the idea is good, but that you just 
don’t have time to do all of the plan- 
ning? Put all of your worries away! 
You can have a lively workshop with 
little planning! 


Last fall when at least three school 
librarians asked me about a workshop, 


I said that I thought it was a good 
idea. In thinking about it, though, 
I thought with horror of all the work 
that my staff and I would have to 
do. This worry was based on the 
experience from the workshop we 
sponsored several years ago. That 
workshop started out originally for 
our schools in the two - county area, 
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but it grew like Topsy until finally 
it included five counties. It required 
months of planning, hundreds of let- 
ters, reams of mimeographing, lunch- 
eon plans, people to take part on the 
program ...hours and hours of work. 
Although it was worth all of the 
trouble, the memory was ample rea- 
son to hesitate before planning an- 
other one. 


However, I do believe we should 
do all we can to help schools build up 
their libraries as material centers, and 
that a workshop would be a forward 
step in public and school library co- 
operation. My final decision was an 
informal workshop, and here is how 
to have a workshop the lazy way. 
First thing is to see if there is enough 
interest, then plan on group participa- 
tion. 


For this workshop there were only 
two speakers with definite subjects. 
Mrs. Anne Jackson, consultant, Ar- 
kansas Library Commission, talked on 
“The School Library as the Materials 
Center of the School,” including in- 
formation on cooperative or central- 
ized buying, processing, and central- 
ized libraries. Mrs. Jean Michaels, li- 
brarian, Mansfield High School, re- 
ported on the organizational meeting 
of the District Student Assistant As- 
sociation held at Van Buren. She 
discussed alsu library clubs and 
recruitment of student assistants for 
librarians, and how to encourage 
them to be interested in school library 
work as a career. 
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Carrying out the informal planning, 
my staff served sandwiches, salads, 
pie, coffee and cokes at noon in the 
library so that the discussion could 
continue. The attendance was ex- 
cellent. Each of the six school dis- 
tricts was represented. There were 
four superintendents, four librarians, 
and nine student assistants present. 
In addition to these, the Sebastian 
county school supervisor, O. E. 
Roberts, attended. Altogether there 
were twenty-three attending and par- 
ticipating. 


We feel that the workshop was suc- 
cessful. The school superintendents 
and librarians understand better what 
we are trying to do for them, they 
know more about the mutual prob- 
lems, and have some ideas for im- 
proving and expanding their libraries 
into material centers. Some of these 
ideas are long range planning toward 
centralized buying and _ processing 
and toward adequate collections that 
will serve the whole school system. 


One of the best things that we 
county and regional librarians can do 
for our schools is to let them know 
that we are concerned about and sym- 
pathetic with the over-all program in 
the school, and do not feel that there 
is deliberate neglect in the school li- 
brary development. It helps them 
to know that we want to share our 
library collections, and to give them 
professional help. 


LIBRARY COOPERATION IN DREW COUNTY 


The theme of the Drew County 
Teachers meeting for December was 
“Public and School Library Coopera- 
tion.” A discussion panel was com- 
posed of Mrs. Mable Harris, Wilmar 
high school librarian; Miss Freddy 
Schader, elementary school library 
consultant, Arkansas Library Com- 
mission; Ear! Willis, superinten- 
dent, Drew Central High School, Col- 
lege Heights; Mrs. Garvin Goyne, li- 
brarian, Southeast Arkansas Regional 


Library, Monticello, and Mrs. Karl 
Neal, executive secretary and librar- 
ian, Arkansas Library Commission. 
Each panel member discussed the sub- 
ject from his own point of view. 


This meeting grew out of the Li- 
brary Workshop held in Fayetteville 
in August. Mrs. Harris and Mrs. 
Goyne both attended the workshop 
and used this means of sharing some 
of the information learned with the 
teachers of Drew county. 
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The Monticello High School teach- 
ers were hosts for the meeting held 
in the cafeteria. The tables were 
beautifully decorated in Christmas 
greeneries and candles. 
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A collection of books from the Pub- 
lishers’ Exhibit maintained at the 
Arkansas Library Commission were 
on display. Before and after the 
meeting the teachers and their guests 
browsed among the books. 


NEW BUILDINGS ARE BEING PLANNED 


Dallas County 


The Fordyce Lumber Company has 
agreed to donate $10,000 for construc- 
tion of a new home for the Dallas 
County Library, which since 1934 has 
occupied one room in the County 
Courthouse here. 


E. C. Gates, president of the lumber 
firm, said the money would be turned 
over to the Dallas County Library 
Board if construction is started in two 
years. Frank W. Wynne, chairman 
of the Library Board, said current 
plans call for completion of the build- 
ing in 1960. A site is yet to be se- 
lected. 


The library, which was set up in the 
Courthouse in 1934, is financed by a 
one-mill tax levy which raises about 
$5,000 annually. Of this, about $1500 
is used to purchase books. Starting 
out with only five hundred books the 
library now has more than 8,000 vol- 
umes, of which more than a thousand 
are still packed in boxes because of 
its cramped quarters. The library 
building is the third of five projects 
adopted by the Chamber of Com- 
merce in 1955. 


North Little Rock 


On December 1, 1959, the people of 
North Little Rock voted approval of 
a Capitol Improvement Bond Issue, 
covering five major buildings long 
needed by the city. These were a 
new Central Fire Station together 
with two new sub-stations, a new 
Police Station, a new Health Center, 
improvements in the city’s park sys- 
tem, and A NEW PUBLIC LIBRARY. 


The site of the new library building 
is still undetermined but will, of 


course, be a new location, since the 
present lot is too small. A suggested 
plan would locate all new facilities 
in one area forming the nucleus of a 
civic center. 


Wherever the building is built, the 
library board and staff hope to realize 
their dream of a modern building, 
without long flights of steps and with 
adequate parking space, in the near 
future. 


Searcy County 


Jim G. Ferguson, insurance execu- 
tive of Evanston, Illinois, who is a 
native of Searcy county, met with 
groups of business and civic-minded 
people last fall and announced his of- 
fer to contribute $20,000 for the con- 
struction of a library building for 
Searcy county, providing that people 
in the county would raise $10,000. 
“Towns and communities which pro- 
vide such facilities as good schools, 
good churches, good libraries, and 
other facilities which the American 
people have learned to expect, attract 
business, people and industry into a 
community,” he explained. “Without 
such facilities our young men and wo- 
men will continue to leave as soon as 
they are ready to start into the busi- 
ness world on their own. Your cli- 
mate here is one of the most healthful 
climates in the United States and the 
beautiful scenery unexcelled. I... 
want to help...to attract people and 
industry here.” A campaign for 
funds has been conducted by the 
Searcy County Library Board. 


Plans And More Plans 


Citizens in Stuttgart and Rogers 
have shown interest in planning for 
new library buildings and facilities in 
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each community. The Randolph 
County Library Board have met with 
Judge Chester Shirley to express 
their desire for a new county library 
headquarters building to be located 
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at Pocahontas. Lake Village citizens 
are planning to remodel an old church 
building to provide adequate head- 
quarters for the Chicot County Li- 
brary.
